Lieut. Quentin Roosevelt 
Meets Death in Battle 
With German Aviators. 
Colonel Glad Son Got to 
Front. | 


„Paris, July 17.—Lieutenant Quentin 
Roosevelt, youngest son of the former 
president, has been killed in an air- 
plane fight, the semi-official Havre 
News Agency announces. His machine 
fell in the enemy lines. 

Lieutehant Roosevelt was last seen 
in combat on Sunday morning with

Reports of the fight state that the 
Germans appeared to be shooting at 
the lieutenant from the rear, the three 
machines being close together. Then 
one of the machines was seen tumbling 
through the clouds and a patrol which 
went in search of Lieutenant Roose- 
velt returned without a. trace of him.

Philip Roosevelt, Quentin's cousin, 
witnessed the air battle in the vicinity 
of Chateau Thierry in which .Quentin 
was engaged and saw the machine fall, 
but did not know until later that the 
airplane’. was that of his cousin, 
LeJournal says today. 


Quentin Roosevelt, in April, 1917, 
joined the Canadian aviation corps to 
train for service with the American 
army. He was commissioned last fall 
and in the present spring began active 
service with the American air forces 
on the French front. On July 3 he 
took part in an aerial battle between 
American and German machines in the 
Marne region, and a few days later, on 
July 10, it was announced that he had 
brought down his first German air- 
plane in a fight north of Chateau 
Thierry.

Rheims Put in Danger 
Through German Gains 
On Sides of Salient 


Though Balked in the Larg- 
er Way, the Germans Have 
Made Such an Advance 
That Rhejms Will Prob- 


ably Have to Be Evacuated | 


Unless Situation Quickly 
Changes.

New York, July 17.—(Special.)—The 
official reports of the second twenty- 
four hours of the German offensive 
serve to clear up much concerning the 
operation. We are clearly confronted 
by another local operation, fully com- 
parable with that undertaken west of 
the Oise between Noyon and Montdi- 
dier a little over a month ago, and de- 
signed to remove an obstacle to a later 
and greater operation. The battle which 
is now proceeding is manifestly a 
struggle for the possession of Rheims 


and the high ground immediately de- 


hind it, known as the Mountain 
Rheims. . 

It is necessary to point out, too, that 
while the German has not, in his fifth 
effort, scored any such success as he 
did in Picardy, in Flanders or on the 
Aisne, he has made auch advance as 
to imperil gravely the entire Rheims 
salient, and to make probably an evac- 
uation of the ruins of.the Cathedral 
City, unless there be some change in 
the situation within the next twenty- 
four hours. 

Failure on Larger Side. 

On the larger side the German opera- 
tion may be called a failure, In so far 
as there has been no rupture on the 
allied front, no immediate and sweeping 
successes like that on the Somme or the 
Aisne, nothing to compare even with the 
breaking of the Portuguese front at Ar- 
mentleres. 

The fifth German attack, as a pierc- 
ing operation, as a surprise, has failed 
to produce profits comparable with any 
previous attack. This explains the op- 
timism which is revealed in all the for- 
eign dispatches. The fear that there 
might be another piercing of the line, 
another thirty or thirty-five-mile gain 
like that in Picardy and more recently 
along the Aisne has been dissipated. 

On the other hand, optimism, and 
proper optimism, born of a recognition 
of the larger failure, has served to dis- 
Suise and to cover the extent of the 
progress which the German has made 
in the removal of a local obstacle of 
great menace to him and of great value 
to the allies in the defense of Paris. In 
point of fact it must be clear now, from 
any study of the official reports and of 
the maps, that the Rheims position, if 
not fatally compromised, has been dan- 
gerously imperiled by German progress 
east and west of Rheims. 

The simplest way to explain the situa- 
tion is to revert to the old discussion 
of salients. A salient is a loop in the 
line thrust out into the enemy’s front, 
as a cape extends into the sea. To re- 
duce such a salient the invariable prac- 
tice is to attack it, not at the point of 
projection, but at the two points where 
it touches the main line. This the Ger- 
mans have done in the case of Rheims 
and have done with considerable local 
success.

GERMANS AIMING 
AT RHEIMS SALIENT. : 
Daily. it becomes increasingly appar- 
ent that the strategy of. the German 
high command in the present battle 
has foremost in its consideration the 
blotting out ofthe Rheims salient and 
the straightening of the line eastward 
through Champagne toward Verdun. 
The hardest fighting of Tuesday was 
southwest of Rheims, where the enemy 
is endeavoring to break through the 
hill and forest region, reach the rail- 
road running from Rheims to Epernay 
and force the evacuation of Rheims. 
In these endeavors, the German war 
office asserts the Germans have driven

GERMANS GAINED 
AT ONLY ONE POINT: 
LOSSES ENORMOUS 


London, July 17.—Dispatches arriving 
in London this evening say that at only 
one point did the Germans succeed in 
advacing today and then at enormous 
cost.. | 

The dispatches assert that at 11 
o’clock this morning after two unsuc- 
cessful attempts, the Germans on a 
front of six miles pushed into the 
French lines to a depth of one and a 
half miles at its deepest point, at 
Rheims mountain. 

Casualties sustained by the German 
troops in the offensive up to the pres- 
ent time are estimated to nunmber 
100,000, according to news received in 
Lofidon today from the battle front in 
France. 

The position for the allies at the 
present stage of the German offensive 


in France is said to be distinctly satis- 
factory in advices received today. The 
French losses are stated to have been 
very small. They have lost no guns, 
the report declares. 

French counter attacks have brought 
the German bridges over the river 
Marne under the fire of the French 
artillery of medium caliber. 

General von Einem's army, which 
has been engaged on the German left 
wing in the Champagne, yesterday de- 
livered five attacks between Suippe 
and Massiges. All the attacks were 
repulsed with heavy losses.

STOUT RESISTANCE

Paris, July 17-——-The French posi- 
tions’ remain intact along the whole 
Champagne front, according to the war 
office announcement tonight. Heavy 
fighting continued throughout the day, 
and at some points the Germans were 
able to make gains, but they met with 
powerful resistance everywhere. 

The French day statement reads: 


“The battle continued today with 
stubbornness along the whole front. 
West of Rheims, despite his efforts, the 
enemy was not able to make further ad- 
vance. Our troops, by their heroic re- 
sistance and incessant counter attacks, 
checked with alternative advance and 
recoil, the thrust of the enemy.’ 

“South of the Marne the fighting pro- 
ceeded on the wooded slopes north of 
St. Agnan and La Chapelle-Monthodon, 
Very spirited actions north of Com- 
blizy and Festigny enabled us to hold 
the enemy on the southern outskirts of 
Bouquigny and Chat leres, east of 
Oeuilly, the Germans succeeded in re- 
gaining a footing in Montvoisin. 

„Between the Marne and Rheims the 
battle continued north of Reuil and in 
the Bois Duroi, which the Germans 
penetrated and which our troops de- 
fended by foot. 

“The forest of Courton likewise was 
the theater of violent engagements. The 
enemy holds the line west of Nanteuil 
La Fosse. 

“Pourcy, the objective of powerful 
attacks, several times renewed, could 
not be reached by the Germans. A bril- 
liant counter attack by the Italian 
troops west of this village drove back 
the enemy into the Ardre valley.

It is rather like 
the German operations that have fol- 
lowed that—a local attack to acquire 
ground useful for the larger purpose 
and for the next great thrust. In sum, 
we are seeing the development of an- 
other local operation comparable with 
those, local operations about Verdun, 
which followed the first great drive in 
the last days of February and were in- 
tended to clear the way for a final as- 
sault upon Verdun, which did not come 
because the Germans were compelled 
to take their forces to the Somme to 
meet the Anglo-French offensive there.

BAD BUSINESS! 


In setting their faces against the author 
ity and the interests of the United States 
government—as, in effect, in ignoring: the 
request of the national war labor board 
that they return to work pending an offi- 
cial federal investigation of their grievances 
—the striking street car men of Atlanta are 
taking dangerous advice. 

The government, through the labor 
board, by means of a message conveyed to 
them by Governor Dorsey on the evening of 
the first day of the strike, reminds the 


strikers that 


‘Representatives of organized labor 
have entered into a solemn agreement 
with the government that there shall 
be no strikes during the war. This 
agreement has been recognized by 
President Wilson and proclaimed as 
part of the policy*regulating relations 
between labor and capital during the 
present war emergency.” 


Furthermore— 


“By calling and continuing this 
strike you are not only working against 
your own best interests and violat- 
ing the agreement between organized 
labor and our government, but you are 
discrediting patriotic labor organiza- 
tions which are co-operating with the 
government, and preventing stoppage 
of work, thereby enabling the Ameri- 
can forces to effectively carry on the 
war against our enemies. 

“The national war labor board has 
been. created to protect the rights of 
employers and employees are guar- 
anteed a living wage adequate for rea- 
sonable health and comfort, If you 
wish to avail yourselves of the bene- 
fit of these principles you should im- 
mediately call off this strike and enter 
into an agreement with the company 
to submit your controversy to this 
board. Your grievances will then re- 
ceive immediate investigation and 
prompt adjustment and award of the 
board will be retroactive as of the date 
on which you cease striking and re- 
turn to work.”

In a letter to the head of the Postal 


Telegraph company recently, upon the occa- 
sion of a threatened strike of that company's 
employees, President Wilson clearly defined 
and set forth the principles and purposes of 
the war labor board, and reminded the tele- 
graph company of the labor board's findings 
in the case under controversy, saying:

ANOTHER OBJECT LESSON. 

Following on the heels of Atlanta’s fail- 
ure to approve at the polls a proposed bond 
issue for $800,000, the city of Macon, in an 
managed to squeeze 
through on the safe side of a proposal to 
bond itself for $200,000 for urgent municipal 
improvements. 

However, like Atlanta’s, Macon’s election 
results, though successful by a narrow mar- 
gin, affords striking additional proof of the 
danger of our constitutional provision which 
requires the affirmative votes of two-thirds. 
of the voters registered in order for a bond 
issue to carry at the polls. 

In Atlanta's case, in order for the bond 
issue to have carried, 9,238 votes were re- 
quired in its favor, that number constitut- 


ing the necessary two-thirds majority of the 


names on the registration books. In the 
election 8,444 votes were cast in fa vor of the 
waterworks bonds and only 128 were cast 
against the proposal; still, it was defeated. 
despite the almost unanimous approval of 
all who actually voted! 


In the Macon election a total of only 724 2 
constituted the requisite twothirds majority 


of the registration. There, therefore, the 
personal equation weighed heavily, as it was 
possible for the pro-bond partisans and en- 
thusiasts to reach personally practically 
every voter whose vote was necessary to 
success—a condition which does not obtain 
in larger cities, and which cannot obtain in 
Macon or any other of Georgia’s largest 
cities much longer. - 

Furthermore, the bonds enthusiasts of 
Macon had the doleful Atlanta example fresh 
in mind, and our experience undoubtedly 
served to stimulate them to more intensive 
activities toward marshaling support and 
bringing out the heaviest possible vote in 
behalf of their own proposal. 

But even at that the margin over the 
necessary two-thirds majority ranged from 
25 to 50 votes upon the various subdivisions 
of the proposal! 1 

That was too narrow a margin for com- 
fort; and it shows, as our failure had shown 
a few days previously, that no bond issue 
proposal, however meritorious and worthy, is 
even reasonably secure in any community 
of Georgia so long as the archaic, indefen- 


sible and destructive bond-election clause 


in our constitution is permitted to stand 
as it is. 


A MARTYR TO DUTY. 


Lieutenant Quentin Roosevelt, youngest 
son of former President Roosevelt, dared 
the vicissitudes of the aerial battlefields 
and lost! 

That is, he lost his life—which, to a 
young man of his impulses, his devotion to 
the cause for which he fought, his patriotic 
ideals and zeal, was nothing when weighed 
against the life and the traditions of his 
country! 

Engaged in the most hazardous, perhaps, 
of all occupations in connection with war, 
he knew and realized the perils it entailed; 
but he knew also its potentialities in the 
way of beating the enemy of humanity and 
bringing victory to the side upon which 
he fought. Thus he hesitated not for a mo- 
ment in going to grips with the personal 


| peril for the sake of principle; and he fell, 


fighting—a martyr to a brave man’s duty! 
The whole country—in fact, the whole 
civilized world!—will keenly deplore the 
untimely death of this gallant young man. 

The whole country and the whole civ- 
flized world will sympathize deeply with the 
young hero’s distinguished father and fam- 
ily. | 

Humanity will mourn with them: but— 
like theirs, no doubt—its grief will be 
ameliorated by the knowledge that young 
Roosevelt’s de&th was not in vain, but such 
a death as will-only quicken the spirit and 
thé patriotic fervor of those with whom or 
for whom he fought and in behalf of the 
cause for which he died. 


NO MORE; NO LESS. 


When the government assumed control 
of the railroads of the country the step was 
taken as a necessary measure to meet an 
emergency. ‘And everybody concedes that 
it was justified by conditions—justified as 
a war measure. 

Under the stress of hazardous circum- 
stances following our entrance into the war, 
congress, at the earnest request of the 
president, vested the administration with 


authority to take over and operate the 


roads during the war and for a reasonable 
length of time thereafter. 


There was no time to be lost in agreeing 
upon details of the terms and conditions 


under which the roads were to be operated 
dy the government and later to be turned 
back to their owners, further than those 
expressed in generar terms by the president 
in his address before congress asking for 
the authority to federalize the management 
of the carriers, and in the spirit and the 
letter of the law that was enacted author 
izing the president to take over all these 
properties. 

Broadly speaking, the spirit, if not the

‘The historic Belgian city of Ypres ia de- 
scribed in the following war geography bul- 
letin issued by the National Geographic 
gociety from its Washington headquarters: 

“Few cities in the path of German devas- 
city of Ypres, situated on the banks of the 
Yperlee river, a tributary of the Yser, some 
35 miles south of Ostend. 

“At the beginning of the war there were 
few more picturesque towns in tum 
than this thriving industrial community of 
17,000 inhabitants, a majority of whom 
gained a livelihood from the production of 
Valencienne lace. They were among the 
earliest suffers, however, for the Germans 
occupied the town on October 3, 1914. A 
month later the enemy was forced out by the 
British, who have held this section of the. 
line ever since, a fact which has encouraged 
the despoliation of the historic landmarks 
of the place by German shellfire. : 

“The great cloth hall of Ypres was the 
most considerable building of its kind in the 
kingdom of Belgium. It was begun in the 
year 1200 by the famous Count Baldwin IX. 
of Flanders and was under construction for 
more than a century. Within a stones 
throw of the hall stood the famous i8th 
century cathedral of St. Martin, which dur- 
ing the last two and a half years has been 
reduced to a shell of crumbling stone above 
the grave of its famofs bishop, Jansen, 
father af the great religious revival known 
as Jansenism, that spread through this part 
of Europe during the first half of the 17th 
century. 

“Both the Cloth hall and the cathedral 
had been completely restored only a year or 
two before the outbreak of the great con- 
fli¢t in the summer of 1914. 

“The introduction of the cloth-making in- 
dustry into Ypres toward the end of the 
lith century gave a great impetus to the 
town. It continued to grow in the wealth and 
power until the middle of the 13th century 
at which time it had a population of more 
than 200,000, and was -accounted the 
wealthiest and most powerful commercial 
center in Flanders. Popular uprisings and 
the great plague of 1383 made terrible in- 
roads upon it, however, and the weavers, 
on whom the prosperity of the community 
largely depended, begen to migrate. The 
population dwindled amazingly until at the 
end of the 16th century there were not more 
than 5,000 people residing here. 

“During the 17th century Ypres was four 
times captured by the French, and it be- 
longed to the latter country until 1715. In 
1885 the old fortifications were dismantled 
and the ramparts were converted nde boule- 
vards and promenades. 

“One of the red letter events in the his- 
tory of Ypres was the great battle of Cour- 
trai, fought beneath the walls of the city 
from which the struggle derived its name in 
1302. This was the first important battle 
won by infantry after the battle of Hast- 
ings, and it was the red-coated contingent 
of Ypres citizens, armed with spears, cleav- 
ers and flails, which joined with the people 
of Bruges and Courtrai to turn the tide of 
battle against the French under Count Rob- 
ert of Artois. After the battle 700 pairs of 
golden spurs were taken from the slain 
knights, whose heavily accoutred mounts had 
floundered helplessly in the marshy land 
which the foot soldiers had wisely -selected 
as a battlefield.”

their stock and security holders should be 
guaranteed returns based upon the average 
net. returns of the last preceding three 
years; and at the expiration of the federal- 
control period that the properties should be 
turned back to their owners in‘as good con- 
dition as they were at the time of their 
passing into the hands of the government. 

The shareholders took a patriotic view 
of the matter, placed implicit reliance in the 
government’s purpose and spirit and gra- 
ciously and willingly yielded up their prop- 
erty in the interests of the country and 
humanity; and were ready to enter into the 
formal contract that would make the pro- 
ceedings legal and binding. It was fully 
understood that the letter and the spirit of 
the congressional act in question contem- 
plated a contract formulated along the lines 
based upon the general terms of the federal- 
control law and of the president’s address 
to which the law was responsive. 

However, when the legal agents of the 

overnment submitted to the railroad own- 
ers a tentative draft of the proposed con- 
tract the document contained evidences of 
a disposition to evade or deal vaguely with 
certain vitally important details, especially 
with reference to compensation of the 
roads’ owners and the guarantee of returns 
to stock and security holders. Little loop 
holes, seemingly minor discrepancies, am- 
biguous phrases, etc., were found, which 
might easily constitute the foundation for 
interminable litigation, and which might, 
perhaps, entail insufferable loss to the 
roads and their security holders. 

Of course, it is to be assumed that the 
government has no intention other than to 
be absolutely straightforward and fair. in 
dealing wth the railroads and the owners of 
railroad property, and that the alleged flaws 
and incongruities in the contract in ques- 
tion were the result of oversight and inad- 
vertence rather than of any ulterior intent 
upon the part of those responsible for them. 

Decision upon the contract is still pend- 
ing, the railroad owners, of course, not 
agreeing to its terms. 

The government should not, and we be- 
lieve will not, insist upon any form of con- 
tract that in any measure violates or de 
viates from the letter or the spirit of the 
guarantees under which the stockholders

; The annual report of the trustees, made 
at the beginning of the current year, asks 
for a supplemental appropriation of $175,000 
for the support of the sanitarium this year. 
At the expiration of the first six months of 
the year they are unable to change this esti- 
mate. The half year closes with an appar- 
ent deficit of $31,999, and it is estimated 
that $142,900 additional will be required to 
care for expected increases in the cost of 
food supplies, clothing, shoes, repair mate- 
rials, wages, fuel, etc., and to care for 
urgent repairs which must have attention. 
This report aske for $945,000 for the sup- 
port of the sanitarium in 1919, 4,200 patients 
being the estimated number to be cared 
for. Based on the now probable cost for 


the current year, this amount should be 


increased to $988,408, It should be borne in 
mind that appropriations for this and other 
state institutions always carry the saving 


-clause “or so much thereof as may be re- 


quired.” If by chance the war should sud- 
denly end and the cost of supplies and labor 
be reduced the sum needed for the support 
of the sanitarium would be correspondingly 
reduced. The trustees most assuredly can 
have no object in adding to the burden of 
the state, and but seek to do their duty 
to their afflicted wards.

New York, July 17.— The strength of 
the near position and more serious re- 
ports of crop deterioration led to more 
active covering in the cotton market to- 
day and a sharp advance in prices.
